j The inossRiie of the (lov. fuh- 
mitted to the Legislature, is a 
srraijrhtforward docament, says 
the ConritT-.Iournal, in which he 
repeats several of his old sugges- 
tions and offers several now ones. 

He advises careful investiga- 
tion of all depart ments of the 
State Government. 

He declares that the present 
rate of taxation is insuhicient, 
and informs the Assembly that it 
must devise means to obviate a 
proliahif delicir in the revenues, 
particululy if it is its pnrpose to 
make ailditional ap|)ropriations 
during this session. The first work 
of the General Assemldy, he sug- 
gests, should be given to the con- 
sideration of the (luestions of in- 
creasing the revennesor reducing 
the expenses. His own reeom- 
mondations for appropriations, 
he explains, are made condition- 
ally that the revenues permit 
them. -^IM 

He desires that the law shall 
be so amended as to ref|oir*» thnt 
the county sli;ili jniy om -lialf tiie 
allowance for pauper idiots b( • 
fore the State shall be called on 
to pay the other half ; or, if this 
be not done, that the Feeble- 
minded Institnte l>e enlarged and 
the pau|>er idiots be sent there. 

He renews his recommendation 
that the manauctiiont (d° this in- 
stitnte ami the three asylums lor 
the insane he plaeed in the hands 
of a State board of control, to be 
appointed by the Governor and 
conliniieij by the Senate. 

He wishes that the priion com- 
missioners, instead of being elect- 
ed bv t!ie Legislature) shall be 
appointed. 

The substance of his recom- 
mendation regarding education is 
contained in the sentence that 
''this General Assembly should 
consider, not the appropriation 
of more money, but such im- 
provement in the school system 
as will bring forth more valuable 
results from the large ainout al- 
ready spent for such purposes." 

He makes a deserved commen- 
<Iatioii of the worl^ of the Geo« 
logit;al Survey. 

He proposes the establishment 
I by the Slate of a home for the 
I care and treatment of consump- 
tives. 

I He advises the revision of the 
law governing the public print- 
ing. 

He would have important leg- 
islation for the regulation of in- 
surance. 

He is desirous that steps be ta- 
ken tn curb the extravagance and 
recklessness of our system of 
criminal prosecution!. ' 

Among other recnmnienda- 
tious, one of the most important 
is that for a reform of our juris- 
prudenoe. fie i«eogniMttlw|«ot 



that the law alTords too mitny 
loopholes for the escape of the 
guilty. ^'liliggest asone.reme- 
dy," he says, "that yon adopt the 
practice followed in the Federal 
courts, and by fnost of the States 
in their courts, and provide that 
in the trial of any offence, the 
jury shall merely pass npon the 
guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant, and if found guilty that the 
court shall Hx the penalty, sub- 
ject, of course, to the limitations 
prescribed by law. This would 
reduce at leut half of the num- 
ber of hung juries, for it is un- 
doubtedly true that the majority 
of the juries which disagree do so 
upon the question of the amount 
of the penalty to be imposed, and 
not upon the question of guilt or 
innocence. The judge who hears 
the case impartially, who knows 
the law, and who should be freer 
from biaa excitement than any 
one, is the proper person to de- 
termine the penalty. This is not 
an experiment, hut works well in 
all the courts which have tried 
it. It would also be a great sav- 
ing of expense to the Common- 
wealth in reducing considerably
